Plan Amendments to 
All Constitutions. 


BY ARTHUR SE SEARS HENNING. 

‘Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The National Woman's party 
announced today* the completion of 
preparations for a campaign to obtain 
national and state legislation removing 
political, civgl, and discrimination 
against omen. 

A proposed co rights amendment 
to the federal constitution has been 
drafted by counsel for the woman's 
party and will “be introduced in the 
senate by Senator Curtis, Kansas, and 
In the house by Mr. Fess, Ohiq, on 
Oct. 1. The text of the proposed 
amendment follows: . 

“Sec. 1. No political, civil, or legal 
disabilities Or inequalities on account 
of sex, or on account of marriage, un- 
less applying equally to both sexes, 
shall exist within the United States 
or any territory subject to the juris- 


* Sec. 2. Congress shall have power 
to enforce this article by appropriate 
legislation.

Proposed amendment will be re 

“An effort will be made to obtain ac- 
poy the amendment at the next 
t of congress. A two-thirds vote 
of each house is necessary to submis- 
sion of an amendment to the states, 
approval by three-fourths of which is

Incorporation of the proposed 


amendment in the constitution would 


operate to invalidate’ innumerable 
provisions of state laws which with- 
‘hold from women the same rights as/ 
men in the possession and disposition 
of property, control of minor children, 
freedom of contract, choice of domi- 
cile, holding of public office, jury serv- 
ice, and other functions, 

All Previous Rights 

The question has been raised wheth- 
er removal of “ inequalities on account 
of sex,” would not operate to invali- 
date many laws discriminating in 
favor of women, such 4s laws ‘limiting 
the hours of work for women and pro- 
hibiting the employment of women at 
night.

HURL BOMBS 
BELFAST 


Troops Fire on Mob; 
Children Shot.

BELFAST, Sept. 25.—Four persons « 


were killed tonight by bombs hurled 
during the fighting between Orange 
men and Sinn Feinera. At least fitty- 
seven persons were injured. Several 
have also been killed and wounded by 
bullets during the rioting, which has 
broken out at intervals during the last 
three days. | 

The first bomb was hurled early fn 
the evening in Zaford street, East Bel- 
fast. Troops with machine guns were 
attempting to dislodge snipers. 
crowd of men, women, and chiléreh 
gathered. 

Suddenly a bomb with fuse lighted 
was hurled into the crowd. It failed 
to explode. As the crowd scattered a 
second bomb dropped and burst with 
devastating effects. Dead, dying, and 
wounded filled the street. Ambulances 
rushed fifty-two injured to hospitals. 
A large number of the victims were 
women and ‘children. 


- Police Shoot Girt. 

New crowds gathered about the 
scene of the bombing. They refused 
to disperse and the police and soldiers 
fired upon them. ‘A hae was seriously 
wounded, . 

. A short time later another bom was 
thrown in the York road area, wound- 
ing five persons. 


More troops arrived here today. The 


military is patrolling all the streets t 
the riot zone, but sporadic fightis 
continues. A woman was shot by snip- 
ers in Little George's street.

His Wages Better, Cost of 
Living Lower. 


Washihgton, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.J]—Food, shelter, clothing, and 


‘other necessities and hundreds of com- 
forts and luxuries now are within the 


reach of residents of, the United States 


at far lower costs than in any other 


country in the world. This is shown’ 


‘for the first time in history in data 
collected by the federal reserve board. 


America has always been the land of 
high wages and high prices. 

Wages throughout the United States, 
despite wholesale reductions, still are 
higher than anywhere else in the 
world. Prices of virtually all commod- 
ities at the same time are at record 
low levels in this country compared 
with European nations. 


Compared with Other Countries. 


The general level of wholesale prices 
throughout the United States is ap-. 
proximately 41 per cent above thé level 
of the prewar period. But in other 
countries wholesale levels, according to 
the reports to the federal reserve board. 
are: Italy, 400 per cent above the pre- 
war period; Uniteg Kingdom, 100; 
France, 232; Germany, 1,467; Sweden, 
111; Denmark, 153; Japan, 96; Aus- 
tralia, 60; Canada, 76; Jndia, 83,

are obtaining all the comforts of life 
and many of the luxuries at prices

Earn $3.50 a Week in Germany. 


In Germany a skilled mechanic 
earns now approximately $3.50 a week. 
In the United States virtually all 
skilled workers still receive at least 
twice that for a single day's labor. 
Some skilled men receive $7 and $8. 
Yet the German worker must pay 
1,000 per cent additional over what he 
spent in 1913 for necessities. In 1913 
he. earned about four times as much 
as now. In Spain, Italy, and some 
other European countries wages are 
on a par with those in Germany. In 
England and France, however, ‘the 
scale is higher. ; 

Workers in the Unfted States ‘are 
engaged at ar average wage level ap- 
proximately 15 per cent below the av- 
erage of the war period. This is the 
extent of the reductions affecting ap- 
proximately 12,000,000 industrial work- 
ers. The average wage is now approx- 
fmately $95 a month, whereas a year 
ago it was about $111, according to 
official surveys. These scales, it must 
be remembered, .include unskilled and 
common labor, which pull down the 
average of the skilled man receiving 
more than $5 a day. 


Average U. 8S. Workday, 84 Hours. 

‘The average workday throughout 
the United States .is approximately 
eight and one-half hours, the reports 
show, instead of ten, recently de- 
clared. 

Despite the average wage reduction 
of 15 per cent, industrial workers are 
able to purchase approximately 50 per 
cent more necessities than formerly, 
according to reports, indicating, in 
what economists call “real wages,” 
that the majority are better off than 
during the war.

SURGEON LEARNS FROM. 
NATURE.~ 
HAVE been interested and edified b 
a rereading of a book issued nearly 
twelve years ago by a surgeon at- 
tending some of the great ndon 
hospitals—Sir William H. Bennett. It 
has to do with fractures and sprains 
and the management of stiff joints gen- 
erally. 

While it is frankly special pleading, it 
is interesting and provocative neverthe- 
‘less. It is written for surgeons and mas- 
seurs, but it has an appeal to the laity, 
since surgeons dare not run too far con- 
trary to public opinion. 

Sir William calls our attention to the 
good results following fractures of the 
bones of wild animals where no immobi- 
lizing of the bones has been possible. 
Also to the good results in fracture of 
the ribs where such motion as there is 
goes on unimpeded during the fracture. 
On the other hand, fractures of the skull 
frequently refuse to heal. 

Having observed many facts along 
these lines, Sir William was led to a 
policy of treating both fractures and 
sprains by daily massdge and motion, 
beginning within three ‘days after the in- 
jury. 

In the case of fractures splints and 
casts are to be used, of course. But the 
_ neighboring muscles, tendons, ligaments 
| and joints gre not to be left quiet and 
undisturbed. It has sometimes hap- 
pened that when fractured bones were 
found to have healed nicely and a per- 
fect surgical result was achieved, the 
patient would be in a pretty bad way 
for a year or even for life. The, nearby 
joints were stiff. Sometimes it Was nec- 
essary to give an anesthetic and loosen 
up the @dhesions in these joints. 

Sometimes the ligaments and tendons 
seemed to bind. Sometimes the muscles 
were found to be considerably shrunken. 
Sometimes nerves were caught in the 
inflammatory mass and the patient had 
rheumatic pains, rainy weather pains, 
neuralgic pains and pain and tenderness 
on exertion for a long time. 

Dr. Bennett claims to lessen all these 
after effects of fractures by starting mo- 
tion in nearby joints, gentle rubbing, 
massage and passive motion within four 
days after the fracture and keeping them 
up daily. If the fracture was in the 
forearm the patient is instructed to work 
the fingers every day from the very be- 
—. About three days after the 

rst dressing the back splint is removed 
for a little while and gentle even strok- 
ing of the nearby skin is done. The back 
splint .is then replaced. 

A little later more massaging and more 
passive motion 1s given. The nutrition 
of the muscles is kept up by the use of 
| electricity. It is claimed that following 
this method fractures heal better, there 
are fewer adhesions in joints, the inflam-

Carbuncles result from infection of the 
deeper layers of the skin with ordinary pus 
germs. A person subject, to carbuncles 
stiould have the urine examined for sugar. 
If it is found that person should go on a 
diabetes diet. If sugar is not found he or 
she should eat very little starchy and sweet 
food. The patient must keep the skin clean 
and avoid all forms of irritation such as 
scratchy collars and stiffly starched garments. 
In some cases occupation is responsible, 
grease and dist incident to the occupation 
causing the infection. Some cases are cured 
by taking yeast daily for a considerable 
time. A carbuncle should not be poulticed 
or greased. Some need cutting. Few need 
cross cutting. If cut there is no objection 
to applying ‘iodine or carbolic to the crater. 
Some are cured by light therapy without 
cutting. There is not the accumulation of 
pus in a carbuncle that there is in a boil.

Who wants the “ Indian Day’? The

must not overlook the morbid curlosity 
seekers! They want to be amused and 
entertained by exaggerated portrayals 
of J. Fenimore Cooper’s blanketed and 
feathered Indian. They are enthusiastic 
to have an “ Indian Day.” | 

There is a vast difference between 
study of the Indian as an Indian and 
taking hint as a man. 

To study the Indian as an Indian does 
not uplift the Indiag, but it is so very 
interesting to the one who studies him 
as an Indian that he comes to the con- 
clusion that the Indian is not like him- 
self. Consequently and everlastingly. 
the Indian will travel in one road and 
the student will walk in another. 

America has three national days—the 
Fourth of July, Thanksgiving day, and 
Washington's Birthday—all having their 
root in independence and our nativnal 
life. 

We Indians, the aboriginal Indians, are 
still in bondage. We are debarred from 
the heritage of our fathers and denied 
the rights of humanity by being kept 
as prisoners on reservations and being 
deceived. 

It surely would be a mockery to have 
“Indian Day” without our being free. 
Only an advertising mockery. To be 
wards is not freedom. The Indian bureau 
watching over us is not freedom. Five 
hundred years of continual aggression 
upon our domain is a history of blood, 
of land robbing, of broken treaties, of 
unjust dealings and of imprisonment: 
Would it be healthy to remind our chil- 
dren of all these horrid deeds? 

It makes no difference how many days 
the country may celebrate as “ Indian 
Day.” It will not. help the~ Indians. 
“Indian Day” ought to be a birthday 
of a new life; it should be a day to com- 
memorate their freedom from the Indian 
bureauism and to remind them of their 
God of the Deliverance and their Great 
Spirit. The Indian: bureau should be 
abolished.

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Failed to Support Law, 
Kenyon Says. 


‘BY A STAFF OORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Spe- 
cial. ]—Wholesale grocery organizations 
have failed to secure the active as- 
sistance of Senator Kenyon of Iowa, 
leader in the fight for packer legisla- 
tion, in their effort to prevent the 
modification of the court decree apply- 
ing to the “big five” meat packers. 

Senator Kenyon said today that he 
has turned such protests as have 
reached him over to Attorney General 
Daygherty. 

“The grocers failed to give us any 
support in our attempts to obtain leg- 
islation,” Senator Kenyon said. “ They 
were satisfied with the court decree 
prohibiting the packers from engaging 
in umrelated lines of business. As a re- 
sult of their attitude we left out of the 
bill a provision prohibiting the pack- 
ers from engaging in unrelated lines, 
although it was included in one of the 
early drafts. 


Left to Fight Their Own Case. 

“Under the circumstances I am dis- 
posed to let the grocers fight the mat- 
ter out in the courts. Just as I ex- 
pected, requests for modification of the 
decree have been made as soon as the 
vackers legislation was on the statute 

The hearing on the question of the 
intervention of the grocers in the ap- 
plication of California fruit growers 
for modification of the packers decree 
has been postponed until. Thursday. 
At that time Justice Stafford of the

Worth 10 to 15c More 


Farm and Home. believes that the 
actual and intrinsic value of cofn on 
the farms of America today is at 
least from 10 to 15 cents a bushel 
above what it has been selling for | 
‘since spring. 

We charge that the abnormally low 
market quotations for corn have been 
partly due to the government’s mis- 
representation by its overestimate of 
the supply produced during the past. 
three years and of the quantity on 
hand March 1. But for these condi- 
tions farmers should have received 
several cents a bushel more for their 
corn of 1919-20 crops, while prices in 
recent months and at present should 
be 10 to 15 cents a bushel above the 
actual quotations. 


Sec. Wallace should have had the 
corn acreage readjusted to the census 
basis in its August 1 report, certainly 
in the September 1. Also, it should 
have corrected to the census basis its 
official estimate of the quantity of 
corn on hand March, 1921. 

Farm and Home charges that the . 
gross error of Secretary Wallace's 
corn crop reports are costing grow- 
ers many millions. We believe that 
disinterested expert investigation will 
accept the census basis as substan- 
tially correct. In such case the con- 
clusion is justified that the available 
supply of corn in the United States 
this October 1, both old and new, is 
less per capita of population than for 
several years. 


Huge Foreign Demand 


Meanwhile, the export demand has 
steadily increased. In the 12 months 
ended this June 30 United States 
exported 67 million bushels of corn, 
over four times as much as the two 
previous years’ average, plus nearly a 
million barrels of corn meal and corn 
flour, or twice as much as in previous 
year.

If improperly cooked, or wrongly 
seasoned, celery root is exceedingly in- 
sipid. If improperly cooked it gives 
off a strong odor, which is a waste of 
its flavor, and may be a rankly dis-| dressing may be used with the warm 
agreeable smell. The tops are not much | vegetable, but is not as effective as 
used with us, but are » most generally diluted vinegar. 


Perhaps the best way to cook the 
root, and the quickest, is to wash it, 
slice it thin, peel the slices, and some- 
times dice them, and “ stew,” which is 
simmering in a little water over a 
small fire. It may be most delicate. 
If you find the celeride corky, you can 
cook it and use the water for season- 
ing. The leaves may be dried for sea- 
soning. 

Perhaps nothing brings out the 
sweet delicacy of the cooked root like 
vinegar, which shotld be diluted. Meat 
stock is good for the diluting, French
